Two more roads are 
OK’d for water lines 



Roy Collett, chairman of the Morgan 
County Water District, last week an- 
nounced that the board has added to 
more communities to a list scheduled for 
water line extensions to be funded un- 
der a recent $ 1 million apropriation ap- 
proved for the county. 

The communities added by the dis- 
trict board are Mockingbird Road and 
Lick Branch Road. Following is a list 
of the other proposed line extensions: 
Daniel Cemetery Road, Upper and 
Lower Sand Lick Roads, Buckner 
Branch, Silverhill Branch, Lonnie 
Wright Road, Stingy Fork, Old House 



Road, and Shop Branch. 

In order to serve this area, construc- 
tion of a water storage tank and a pump 
station will be necessary somewhere in 
this portion of the county, said Water 
District Manager Barbara Stacy. 

She said engineers and the water dis- 
trict staff are looking at possible loca- 
tions for the tank and pump facilities and 
are contacting landowners. 

Collett said the board and engineer- 
ing staff anticipate having the project 
ready to advertise for bids by October.

Weather dampened 
attendance but not 
spirits at Festival 



Event shut down Sat. 
due to severe storm, 
crowds evacuated

Although attendance was down com- 
pared to other years due to five inches 
of rain that fell here over the weekend, 
it did not dampen Sorghum Festival 
goers’ enthusiasm despite early closure 
due to severe storms Saturday evening. 

Morgan County Judge Executive and 
Sorghum Festival Committee Co-Chair 
Tim Conley estimated that approxi- 
mately 15,000-18,000 people attended 
the 36th annual three-day event, which 
included local crafts, food and entertain- 
ment. 

Conley said that for a rainy festival, 
attendance was typical despite the 
weather. “This was probably the wettest 
festival we have ever had, but everyone 
seemed well-pleased,” Conley said. 

Despite the positive feedback, offi- 
cials were forced to shut down the festi- 
val 5:30 p.m. Saturday when severe 
weather threatened the area. 

“The crowd was evacuated from all 
streets in 25 minutes without any acci- 
dents,” Conley said. “After evacuation 
the wind picked up and the big tent lost 
approximately 30 poles, but thanks to 
city employees, festival committee 
members and local fire departments, we 
were able to set them up again for Sun- 
day.” 

Conley credits the successful evacu- 
ation to E-911 Director John Conley, 
local fire departments and emergency 
personnel. 

“John gave us continuous weather 
updates, and we had several meetings 
to discuss evacuation plans,” Conley 
said. “Local fire department members 
and emergency personnel were also on 
standby all day, and they moved every- 
one out before the storm hit. 




Rain guage tells the tale. Heavy 
downpours throughout the weekend 
put a damper on attendance at the 
Sorghum Festival. Rainfall totaled 
five inches here from Friday morn- 
ing through Sunday morning when 
skies finally cleared. 

“There was no way to improve on the 
evacuation effort - everyone involved 
handled the situation extremely well. 
Everything was done correctly, and in a 
very professional manner.” 

Conley said festival crafters and ven- 
dors also supported the decision. 

“The salespeople said we did the right 
thing,” Conley said. “Safety was their 
first concern, and we greatly appreciate 
that. Unfortunately, we also had to can- 
cel most of Saturday’s Main Street en- 
tertainment in addition to closing the 
craft and food booths.”

Some local schools 
show rapid progress 



Tests show others 
also are progressing 
but at a slower pace 

CATS scores released last week by 
the state Department of Education 
showed that over the past two years most 
Kentucky schools advanced on the state- 
wide achievement test, including all 
Morgan County schools. 

Ezel Elementary School, which has 
189 students enrolled, was among the 
44 Kentucky schools to reach or exceed 
an overall goal of 100 — the goal set for 
all schools to achieve by the year 2014. 

Ezel Elementary, which was among 
the ten state elementary schools in the 
state with the best test scores, achieved 
an overall score for the 2004-2006 test- 
ing period of 195, exceeding its goal of 
86.3 and achieved a combined average 
score of 107.1. 

Cannel City Elementary, with an en- 
rollment of 106 students, also exceeded 
its goal of 78.6, scoring an overall 104 
on its CATS assessment tests for a com- 
bined average score of 94.3. 

Wrigley Elementary scored an over- 
all 97, exceeding its two- year goal of 
87.7 for a combined average of 91.8 
points. The student enrollment at 



Wrigley is 136 this year. 

East Valley Elementary exceeded its 
goal of 75.4 with an overall score of 83 
points and a combined average of 81.9. 
East Valley has 169 students. 

West Liberty Elementary, while con- 
tinuing to progress, failed to attain its 
goal of 80.1 points, but nearly made it, 
scoring an overall 90 points for a com- 
bined average score of 80. WLES has 
376 students. 

Morgan County Middle School, with 
anenrollment of 487, and Morgan 
County High School, which has 677 stu- 
dents, both fell short of their goals, but 
continued to progress. 

Under the Commonwealth Account- 
ability Testing System (CATS), schools 
set two-year goals, based on what gains 
they need to make in every two-year 
cycle to reach 100 by 2014. The aver- 
age score for all Kentucky schools for 
the 2004-2006 cycle was 80.4, an in- 
crease of 4.3 points from the test scores 
two years ago. 

Schools are tested every year but are 
judged on progress only every two years. 
This year’s testing showed that reading 
scores are continuing to improve across 
the state, while math scores remain low. 

The 2006 CATS scores for each Mor- 
gan County school are publiished on 
Page 3.

Praise for Festival Committee 
For Job Well Done

FRANKFORT — Parents of 
school-age children in Kentucky 
had reason to be encouraged last 
week with the release of the lat- 
est round of Commonwealth Ac- 
countability Testing System 
scores. The CATS test, given in 
April, showed that most Ken- 
tucky schools are making decent 
progress toward the goal of over- 
all proficiency by the year 2014. 

That was the mandate laid 
down in 1990 by the General As- 
sembly when, under order of the 
Kentucky Supreme Court, the 
legislature junked the entire sys- 
tem of public schools - includ- 
ing the state department of edu- 
cation - and recreated it. All of 
the nearly 1,200 public schools in 
Kentucky are to be rated profi- 
cient by 2014. 

Twenty-five years is a long 
time, but lawmakers understood 
that they essentially were begin- 
ning from scratch with a school 
system so hopelessly bad that it 
succeeded in producing the most 
illiterate adult population of any 
state in the nation. 

To understand how far the new 
education system has come in 16 
years, the latest CATS test found 
a large minority of Kentucky el- 
ementary, middle and high school 
students scored in the top two 
categories - proficient and distin- 
guished - in reading skills. 

Those scores reflect a heavy 
emphasis on reading achievement 
in recent years at all levels of sec- 
ondary education. And over the 
course of time since the Kentucky 
Education Reform Act was 
passed by the General Assembly 
in 1990, the state’s adult popula- 
tion slowly has grown more liter- 
ate as a result. 

It has not been an easy process, 
however, and there still remains 
much room for improvement over 
the next eight years. 

One problem facing the 
schools today is that the heady 
excitement of being at the fore- 
front nationally in education re- 
form that existed in the years fol- 
lowing 1990 has passed. The 
huge initial investment in educa- 
tion made possible with a one- 
cent increase in the state sales tax 
enacted along with KERA has 
long since been spent. 

Indeed, a suit is pending in 
Franklin Circuit Court here that 
claims the General Assembly is 
underfunding the state school sys- 
tem by hundreds of millions of 
dollars a year. Whether that suit 
results in yet another court man- 



There are two subjects histori- 
cally guaranteed to spark heated 
arguments in Eastern Kentucky: 
Ford vs. Chevrolet and Democrats 
vs. Republicans. Though most of 
us feel strongly about both issues, 
we know it is generally best not 
to publicly discuss them - espe- 
cially the latter. 

Despite this, Morgan County’s 
political rumor mill is operating 
at rapid speed. With election time 
quickly approaching, voters are 
being assaulted with a barrage of 
hearsay, innuendo and even (be- 
lieve it or not) truth. They are also 
being unfairly forced to distin- 
guish among the three. 

While gossip mongers are cir- 
culating tales ranging from real- 
istic to ridiculous, some Morgan

date to the General Assembly to 
live up to its constitutional re- 
sponsibility to maintain a com- 
mon system of schools remains 
to be seen and ultimately several 
years away. 

It was the disparity in school 
funding property rich school sys- 
tems and property poor systems 
that was the basis of the court’s 
historic ruling in 1989. But once 
again, the CATS test scores re- 
vealed that it is not necessarily the 
wealth of a school district that 
determines student scores. 

Among the top-scoring 
schools in the state this year were 
several from some of Kentucky’s 
poorest counties. And some of the 
schools with the worst 
CATS scores are located in some 
of the state’s wealthiest urban ar- 
eas. 

In many ways, Kentucky’s his- 
toric attempt at school reform 
may be at something of a cross- 
roads. Many of the legislators 
who joined in crafting and financ- 
ing KERA have moved on or now 
are locked in heated partisan bick- 
ering. 

The post-2000 economic re- 
cession robbed both Gov. Paul 
Patton and Gov. Ernie Fletcher of 
funds for much more than paltry 
pay raises for teachers and the 
ever-increasing cost of health in- 
surance. There are no longer mil- 
lions of dollars available to re- 
ward schools that are particularly 
successful on accountability tests. 
Many of the special features of 
KERA have been allowed to dis- 
appear because of a lack of con- 
tinuing state funding. And 
schools across the state are being 
asked to deal with a growing 
population of Hispanic students 
with little or no understanding of 
English. 

All these factors weigh heavily 
on schools large and small, and 
they are further reason to be im- 
pressed at the progress those 
schools continue to make. 

The artificial 2014 deadline 
setback in 1990 is approaching, 
however. Two-thirds of the way 
toward proficiency in all school 
still finds too many schools lag- 
ging behind. 

The General Assembly that 
approves a new education budget 
in 2008 will have a difficult task, 
and how it goes about funding the 
common schools very well may 
determine whether to schedule a 
statewide celebration eight years 
from now. 



Countians are eagerly waiting for 
the political bough to break with 
unprecedented scandal.

Internet access cost-sharing 
program for local farmers 



According to a 2005 USDA 
survey, fewer Kentucky farmers 
have access to the Internet (30 
percent) compared to farmers in 
all other states. To remain com- 
petitive, farmers need the latest 
information including weather, 
market reports, equipment up- 
dates and sales opportunities. 

Using county Phase I tobacco 
dollars, the Morgan County Ag 
Development Council will be the 
first county in the state to offer a 
Satellite Broadband Cost-Share 
program for farmers. The purpose 
of the program will be able to aid 
farmers in accessing the Internet 
via DSL, cable or wireless broad- 
band service. 

Applications for this program 
can be found at the Morgan 
County Extension Office (110 
Court St.), the Morgan County 
Judge Executive’s office (450 
Prestonsburg St.). Applications 
must be fully completed and a 
farm serial number must be sup- 
plied. Hand-delivered applica- 
tions will not be accepted. Deliv- 
ery confirmation is highly en- 
couraged. 

The grant will cover 50 per- 



cent of the cost of equipment and 
installation provided by a satel- 
lite broadband provider will not 
exceed $250 per producer and 50 
percent of the cost of satellite 
broadband service for a period of 
one year, not to exceed $40 per 
month ($480 for the one year) per 
producer. The grant must be 
matched dollar for dollar and a 50 
percent cost share basis. Receipts 
will be accepted from Jan. 1, 
2006. Total reimbursement 
amount will not exceed $730. 

Participating producers shall 
be tobacco dependent with one of 
the following as documented 
proof: evidence of a past Phase II 
payment; evidence of enrollment 
in the Tobacco Transition Pay- 
ment program; or an executed 
current marketing contract for 
tobacco production. To be eligible 
for reimbursement on one year of 
service, the producer must have 
equipment installed and a copy of 
signed service contract (mini- 
mum of one-year).

FRANKFORT — Anyone 
who thought the agreement dis- 
missing charges against Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher for violating state 
Merit System laws would bring 
about a sunny new day for the 
embattled governor must rethink 
their assumptions/ 

It just didn’t happen. The 



clouds hanging over the 
Governor’s Mansion are as dark 
and stormy as they were before 
Attorney General Greg Stumbo 
agreed to a plea deal in which 
Fletcher admitted evidence indi- 
cated his administration violated 
Merit System job protections of 
state employees. 

Fletcher’s continuing prob- 
lem, of course, involves the lead- 
ers of his own Republican Party, 
who are still convinced Fletcher 
cannot be re-elected next year to 
a second four-year term in office. 
They’re fearful that more than a 
decade of Republican ascendancy 
in Kentucky politics can be wiped 
out by a failed Fletcher adminis- 
tration. 

Combine Fletcher’s weak- 
nesses with a growing public op- 
position to President George W. 
Bush and the war in Iraq and 
those Republican leaders’ fears 
are entirely justified. 

Only last week, Fletcher’s 
dwindling number of supporters 
was unable to unseat the chairman 
of the Jefferson County GOP who 
has been highly critical of 
Fletcher. That failure follows on 
Fletcher also failing to remove the 
state party chairman last spring. 
Those two rebuffs alone are in- 
dicative of just how low Fletcher 
has fallen in regard by his fellow 
Republican leaders. 

And as much as the hiring 
scandal has damaged Fletcher 



politically, his mistakes only add 
to the impression that he and his 
closest appointees are way over 
their heads in administering a 
sprawling state government op- 
eration. 

Fletcher can’t even get an ap- 
pointment to the Murray State 
University Board of Regents right 
without controversy, criticism 
and yet another lawsuit to defend 
against in court. Come election 
time next year, Murray’s legions 
of Western Kentucky alumni and 
supporters are not to be taken 
lightly. 

Fletcher also enters the last 
year of his term with practically 
an entirely new and largely un- 
tried Executive Cabinet. The exo- 
dus has been going on for months 
and includes, of course, Lieuten- 
ant Governor Steve Pence, who 
remains with the title and salary 
but no responsibilities since he 
announced this summer he won’t 
run for re-election with Fletcher 
in 2007. Pence is, in fact, high on 
most lists of likely Republicans 
to oppose Fletcher in next May’s 
Republican primary. 

The latest and most critical of 
the departing cab inet heads is 
Environmental Protection Secre- 
tary LaJuana Wilcher, whose 
regulatory duties involved every- 
thing from boxing and wrestling 
matches, banks and insurance 
companies and alcohol sales to 
coal mine safety and water qual- 
ity — and that’s only the half of 
it. 

Wilcher is earning generally 
high praise for handling what 
many thought was an utterly un- 
manageable cabinet when 
Fletcher put it together three years 
ago. 

Wilcher’s successor, Public 
Service Commission Vice Chair- 
man, Teresa J. Hill, is an un- 
proven question mark in arguably 
the most difficult job in Frankfort. 

Hill may do just fine, but 
Fletcher would have been better 
advised to get down on his knees 
and beg Wilcher to stay through 
the next year. A horse racing or 
charitable gaming scandal in his 
final year before the 2007 primary 
could prove to be the final straw 
that breaks the backs of Fletcher’s 



remaining supporters. 

And once again, it needn’t 
have happened. It seems that in 
the next two years, perhaps as 
many as one-third of state em- 
ployees will be able to retire. A 
first term of restraint in loading 
Republicans onto the state pay- 
roll — plus a lot less communi- 
cations by e-mail — could have 
allowed Fletcher easy re- election 
and the opportunity to fill 10,000 
or 11,000 state jobs with loyal 
Republicans without anything the 
attorney general could do about 
it. 

That fact alone could drive 
state GOP leaders to further fury 
at what Fletcher has wrought for 
them. 

New elem. school 
first step in dist. 
long-range plan 

The Morgan County School 
District’s long-range facilities 
plan, developed in 2004, is on 
track with the construction nearl 
complete on one of two elemen- 
tary school buildings to replace 
older buildings at Cannel City and 
Wrigley. 

The plan has four priorities, 
the first being construction of two 
new elementary schools to re- 
place the WPA-built school build- 
ings at Wrigley and Cannel City. 
Each of the new schools will be 
designed to accommodate around 
350 elementary and preschool 
students and will eliminate the 
need for West Liberty Elemen- 
tary, which now accommodates 
around 350 students. 

The long-range plan’s next pri- 
ority is renovation of the Morgan 
County High School building. 

After these projects are com- 
pleted, the plan calls for convert- 
ing the vacated West Liberty El- 
ementary building for use as an 
administration building. 

Following negotiations with 
property owners, the board of 
education acquired a site on U.S. 
460 near Greear for a new el- 
ementary school to replace the old 
school building at Cannel City. To 
be named Morgan County Cen-

Safety Behind the Wheel 

Driving during a hypoglycemic episode can be as dangerous as driving 
drunk. In addition to the short-term risk posed by fluctuations in glucose 
levels, driving ability can be impaired by long-term diabetes complications.

Be Aware 

* Patients should know the symptoms 
of low blood sugar, including dizziness, 
confusion, sleepiness or blurred vision. 

- Patients who suspect hypoglycemia 
should check glucose levels 
before driving. 

- Patients experiencing hypoglycemic 
symptoms while driving should 
pull over. 

* For glucose levels below 65 mg/dl_, 
patients should consume a 
carbohydrate-containing snack — for 
example, hard candy, non-diet soda 
or fruit juice — then wait 15 minutes. 



They should test again to be sure their 
glucose levels have returned to normal 
before getting behind the wheel. 

Special Circumstances 

* For patients with hypoglycemic 
unaware ness, hypoglycemic awareness 
training can help them sense when 
glucose levels are low. 

* Patients prone to sudden hypo- 
glycemic episodes without symptoms 

may not be able to drive safely. 

For patients with loss 
of vision or sensa- 
tion due to 
diabetes, the 
Association for 
Driver 

Rehabilitation 
Specialists offers 
driver assessment and 
skills training that can help 
patients maintain mobility, 

- Patients with diabetes need to be 
aware that alcohol use may cause 
hypoglycemia. Hypoglycemia may 
cause a patient to appear drunk, and 
may also result in poor decision- 
making. Patients who choose to drink 
should have a designated driver, or 
instruct a friend to take their keys in 
case they are not safe to drive.

By educating patients about driving 
with diabetes, you can help prevent 
accidents while enabling patients to 
maintain mobility.

Plowshares to postcards: economic success via tourism 



“A growing number of rural 
counties and small towns that are 
struggling economically are 
showcasing their history and cul- 
ture through folk art projects, his- 
toric museums and festivals, ac- 
cording to tourism officials,” re- 
ports Samira Jafari of The Asso- 
ciated Press bureau in Pikeville, 
Ky. 

The story focuses on Elliott 
County in northeastern Kentucky. 
It is one of the nation’s poorest, 
and faces more economic re- 
verses with the end of the federal 
tobacco program. About 20 bams 
that were once used to cure to- 
bacco are being painted with mu- 
rals of tobacco-farming scenes to 
attract tourists. 

An earlier set displayed im- 
ages of quilts. The project is 
pushed by Gwenda Adkins, a 
University of Kentucky exten- 
sion agent. “We’re not dumb, ig- 
norant hillbillies,” she said. “We 
have a culture worth sharing and 
people will pay to come here and 
see it.” The $94,000 project is 
funded by the W. Paul and Lucille 
Caudill Little Loundation of 
Kentucky, reports The Daily In- 
dependent of Ashland. 

Such efforts “seem to be pay- 
ing off,” AP reports. “Sixty-two 
percent of U.S. adults, or 87 mil- 
lion, have taken a trip to a small 
town or village within the past 
three years and 58 percent, or

84.7 million, included an historic 
activity or event on a trip during 
the past year, according to the 
Travel Industry Association of 
America. “We’re seeing a real 
increase in travelers and visitors 
wanting to see small towns and 



rural areas,” Carolyn Brackett of 
the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation told Jafari. 

Examples abound. Three 
counties in southeast Tennessee 
started a tourist trade with their 
played-out gold and copper 



mines and railroad line. After the 
furniture trade began to die down 
in Lexington, N.C., the town 
hired artists to paint a series of 
pig statues to highlight the area’s 
pork barbecue.

Water project to 
bring service to 
137 Elliott homes 

State officials recently an- 
nounced a $7.1 million water 
project will bring water to 137 
homes in Elliott County, with 5.5 
miles of new lines to Elliott, 
Carter and Lawrence counties. 

The project, which will serve 
399 homes in the Rattlesnake 
Ridge Water District of Elliott, 
Carter and Lawrence counties, 
may be completed by summer 
2008. 

With funding from the state’s 
Division of Abandoned Mine 
Lands and each county’s coal 
severance funds, project costs to- 
tal $3.2 million for water lines 
and $3.9 million for water tanks, 
pump stations and water plant 
upgrades. 

State Rep. Rocky Adkins (D- 
Sandy Hook) is particularly 
pleased with the project. 

“Residents can turn the tap on 
for good, safe, clean water,” 
Adkins said. “It’s been a top pri- 
ority I’ve had ever since I’ve 
served in the Kentucky legisla- 
ture; and this has been a team ef- 
fort with our legislators and ad- 
ministrators, no matter what their 
political party, county judges and 
magistrates.” 

The water district expects to 
bid the project, which is being 
designed by Sisler-Maggard En- 
gineering, in early 2007. Public 
meetings may be held in Decem- 
ber with final drawings.

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Do you know the origin of ‘It’s raining cats and dogs?’ 



Sometimes people call the 
weather office and ask what the 
forecast is. Sometimes they call 
to check the current temperature. 
You expect those calls. But then 
there are the other calls that come 
in, such as “Do you know why 
people say /It’s raining cats and 
dogs/?” With a little research, 
you learn all sorts of things. The 
Internet can be a wonderful re- 
search tool. 

It turns out that the phrase’s 
origin is really unknown, but, 
there are several theories that re- 
cur. The most likely theory goes 
back to mythology. According to 
*/Brewer’s Dictionary of Phrase 
and Fable/*, cats were thought to 
influence storms, especially by 
sailors. Dogs were used as a sym- 
bol of storms, often accompany- 
ing images and descriptions of 
the Norse storm god Odin, and 
were thought to be responsible 
for the strong winds that often ac- 
company storms. Cats were ac- 
tually thought to be witches who 
took on the shape of a cat and 
rode the storm which caused tor- 
rential rainfall. Thus, the saying

Flash floods and floods are the

If driving, DO NOT DRIVE 
THROUGH FLOODED AR- 
EAS! Even if it looks shallow 
enough to cross. The majority of 
deaths due to flooding are due to 
people driving through flooded 
areas. Water only one foot deep 
and displace 1500 pounds! Two 
feet of water can easily carry 
most vehicles. Roadways con- 
cealed by floodwaters may not be 
intact. 

If caught outside, do to higher 
ground immediately ! Avoid small 
rivers or streams, low spots, cul- 
verts, or ravines. Do not try to 
walk through flowing water more 
than ankle deep, as it only takes 
six inches of water to knock you 
off your feet. Do not allow chil- 
dren to play around streams, 
drainage ditches, or viaducts, 
storm drains, or other flooded 
areas. 

If ordered to evacuate or if ris- 
ing water is threatening, leave 
immediately and get to higher 
ground. 

Lightning Safety Rules 

Lightning is the number two 
storm related killer. In Kentucky, 
more people are killed by light- 
ning in an average year than tor- 
nadoes. Although severe thunder- 
storm warnings are NOT issued 
for lightning, you should move to 
shelter when thunder is heard as 
lightning can strike 10 to 15 miles 
away from where the rain is fall- 
ing. 

If outside, go to a safe shelter 
immediately, such as inside a 
sturdy building. A hard top auto- 
mobile with the windows up can 
also offer fair protection. 

If you are boating or swim- 
ming, get out of the water imme- 
diately and move to a safe shel- 
ter away from the water! 

If you are in a wooded area, 
seek shelter under a thick growth 
of relatively small trees. 

If you feel your hair standing 
on end, squat with your head be- 
tween your knees. Do not lie flat! 

Avoid: Isolated trees or other 
tall objects, bodies of water, 
sheds, fences, convertible auto- 
mobiles, tractors, and motor- 
cycles. 

If inside, avoid using the tele- 
phone (except for emergencies) 
or other electrical appliances. 

Do not take a bath or shower 
during a thunderstorm. 

Tornado/Severe 
Thunderstorm Safety Rules 

In a home or building, move 
to a pre-designated shelter, such 
as a basement. 

If an underground shelter is 
not available, move to a small 
interior room or hallway on the 
lowest floor and get under a 
sturdy piece of furniture. Put as 
many walls as possible between 
you and the outdoors. 

Stay away from windows. 

Get out of automobiles. 

Do not try to outrun a tornado 
in your car; instead, leave it im- 
mediately for safe shelter. Do not 
seek shelter in an underpass. 

If caught outside or in a ve- 
hicle, lie flat in a nearby ditch or 
depression and cover your head 
with your hands. 

Be aware of flying debris. Fly- 
ing debris from tornadoes and 
high winds causes most fatalities 
and injuries. 

Mobile homes, even if tied 
down, offer little protection from 
tornadoes or high winds. You 
should leave a mobile home and 
go to the lowest floor of a sturdy 
building or storm shelter.

of /raining cats and dogs/ refers 
to both the heavy rain and strong 
winds from the storms. 

There is another theory from 
the */Facts on File Encyclopedia 
of Word and Phrase Origins/* on 
the old expression that is traced 
to medieval Britain. Poor con- 
struction practices led to villages 
to become subject to flooding; 
often the streets would become 
raging rivers. After the floodwa- 
ters receded, dead animals, in- 
cluding dogs and cats, would be 
found. The local villagers look- 
ing upon the numerous dead ani- 
mals could only think that the 
bodies must have “rained” down 
from the storm. Hoping to think 
our ancestors were not so dim 



witted, a slightly better theory is 
that roofs in England during this 
time period were often con- 
structed from thatched grasses 
that extended to almost ground 
level. Seeking warmth, all sorts 
of little animals would seek shel- 
ter by climbing and burying into 
the roofs, including dogs and 
cats. During a heavy rain, the 
grass roof would become slip- 
pery, and cats and dogs would 
come sliding off - thus appear- 
ing to be “raining cats and dogs”. 

Another theory is a corruption 
of the archaic French word of 
“catadoupe,” which means a wa- 
terfall. The pronunciation of the 
word, especially by the non- 
French speaking people of early 



England sounds a little like ‘cats 
and dogs’. Today however, the 
equivalent French expression for 
“it’s raining cats and dogs” is “/ 
il tombe des cordes /” (it’s rain- 
ing ropes). 

Whatever the origin, when we 
hear someone say that it is rain- 
ing cats and dogs, we don’t ex- 
pect a drop-in-the-bucket, but to 
batten down the hatches because 
it is coming a gully-washer, or 
it’s coming down by the bucket- 
full, or even, that it is going to 
be a real frog- strangler.

Neglect is form 
of child abuse, 
experts say 

Neglect is the failure to act on 
behalf of a child. It is an act of 
omission. Neglect may be 
thought of as child rearing 
practices which are essentially 
inadequate or dangerous. Neglect 
may not produce visible signs, 
and it usually occurs over a 
period of time. Neglect is 
generally physically or 
emotional. 

Physical neglect is a failure to 
meet the requirements basic to a 
child’s physical development, 
such as supervision, housing, 
clothing, medical attention, 
nutrition and support. It should be 
noted here that some social 
service agencies further break 
this category into more specific 



acts of omission, such as medical 
neglect, lack of proper 
supervision, or educational 
neglect. 

Emotional neglect is a failure 
to provide the support or 
affection necessary to a child’s 
psychological and social 
development. Failure on the part 
of the parent to provide the 
praise, nurturance, love, or 
security essential to the child’s 
development of a sound and 
healthy personality may 
constitute emotional neglect.

Wal-Mart plans to 
abandon uniform 
approach in stores 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. hopes to 
boost sales by abandoning its 
practice of stocking mostly the 
same products at every store, and 
will instead cater each store’s 
merchandise to demographic 
groups. “About half of Wal-Mart 
stores are in rural areas. Their 
product mix will change the 
least,” Ann Zimmerman reports 
for The Wall Street Journal. 

The company will stock stores 
with items to reflect rural tastes 
and five other demographic 
groups — African-Americans, 
the affluent, empty-nesters, 
Hispanics, and suburbanites. 
“Wal-Mart ’s attempt to break its 
approximately 3,400 U.S. stores 
into six different models is a huge 
shift for a company that grew to 
be the largest retailer in the world 
on the strength of 
standardization,” Zimmerman 
writes. 

“Wal-Mart got its start in rural 
Arkansas in 1962, and grew to 
prominence by building stores in 
small towns where executives 
knew what sold. As the company 
expanded into suburban and 
urban areas, Wal-Mart’ s culture 
remained very focused on 
Bentonville. Most decisions, 
including on store layouts and 
even on how product should be 
arranged on shelves, were made 
at company headquarters.” Now 
the company’s regional managers 
live in the regions they handle.

Ordinance No. 2006-0920 

An ordinance relating to the fixing of 
the annual tax rate on ad valorem real 
estate, personal property and motor ve- 
hicles for the City of West Liberty, Ken- 
tucky for Tax Year 2006. 

WHEREAS, it is necessary and proper 
for the City of West Liberty, Kentucky, to 
fix the annual tax rate on ad valorem real 
estate, personal property, and motor ve- 
hicles. 

SECTION 1: There is levied an annual 
ad valorem tax for the City of West Lib- 
erty General Fund purposes of .2080 cents 
upon each One Hundred ($100.00) Dol- 
lars of value of real property and .2181 
cents upon each One Hundred ($100.00) 
dollars of value on all tangible personal 
property which can be legally assessed for 
taxation by the City of West Liberty, Ken- 
tucky 3.0 cents upon each One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars of value of all real and 
tangible property to be used in the Fire 
Tax Fund. 

SECTION II: There is levied an annual 
tax rate of 1 6 cents of each One Hundred

D Ranch. All heifers have to meet 
or exceed 160 sp. cm. pelvic area. 
If you choose, heifers are then 
sold at a special sale held in Sep- 
tember at the Lee City stock- 
yards. There are some changes 
for the 2006-2007 year. First, all 
consignors are to be PVP certi- 
fied. This certification takes 
about one hour and will be avail- 
able via the extension office. You 
will need to have this certifica- 
tion completed by March 2007. 
It would be best if you would go 
ahead and get the certification 
before your heifers are delivered. 
Without this certification, you 
will not be able to sale any cull 
heifers in the CHP sale. Stock- 
yards are now requiring this cer- 
tification for their CPH sales. 

The second change is that 
there will be a flat rate fee charge 
for the 2006-2007 program. The 
rate will be $35 per month dur- 
ing winter months up through 
May and then $20 per month 



through September. Heifers that 
go home in August would have a 
cost of around $305 per head. 
Heifers that go through Septem- 
ber to the sale would have a cost 
of around $325. 

This rate will include every- 
thing - feed, management fees, 
vet services and breeding 
charges. There are charges being 
made to make the program more 
equal to everyone, and everyone 
will know up front exactly what 
it is going to cost them.

PERSIMMON RECIPES. In 
the previous “Historical 
Sketches” we looked at the 
American persimmon, a native 
variety encountered by the early 
settlers of the eastern frontier. 
From the Indians they learned to 
turn the ripe fruit into delicacies. 

According to Old-Fashioned 
Persimmon Recipes (2004 - see 
Acknowledgments): “Genera- 
tions of imaginative American 
homemakers have improved 
upon those early pioneer recipes 
steamed in kettles at the open 
hearth or on the primitive 
woodburning stove. Today per- 
simmon pudding has become to 
Midwestern and Southern up- 
landers what cranberry dishes are 
to New Englanders.” Here are 
some of the offerings: 

Walnut Persimmon Pudding. 
This requires 2 cups of flour, 1 
cup of sugar, 2 teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, 1/2 teaspoon baking 
soda and 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
along with 3/4 cup of milk, 2 
eggs, 1/2 cup each of raisins and 
walnuts, 1/2 cup melted butter, 1 
teaspoon vanilla and 1 cup per- 
simmon pulp. 

Sift the dry ingredients to- 
gether, adding walnuts and rai- 
sins. Beat the eggs and add them 
to the persimmon pulp, followed 
by the butter, vanilla and milk. 
Now add that mixture to the dry 
ingredients, stir well and pour 
into a 9- by 13- inch pan and bake 
at 325 degrees for 45 minutes, or 
until it is firm in texture. Serve 
topped with ice cream or whipped 
cream. 

Spiced Persimmon Bread. For 
this you will need 3 cups of flour 
and 2 of sugar, along with 1 tea- 
spoon each of nutmeg, cinnamon 
and ground cloves; 2 eggs, 1-1/2 
cups vegetable oil and 2 cups of 
persimmon pulp; 1/2 cup each of 
raisins and chopped nuts. 

Into a bowl, sift the dry ingre- 
dients. Separately, beat the eggs, 
add to the pulp and then add the 
oil. Mix the dry ingredients into 
the pulp mixture, followed by the 
nuts and raisins. Pour this batter 



into two loaf pans that have been 
well greased and bake at 350 de- 
grees for one hour. 

Persimmon Ice Cream. This 
requires 2-3/4 cups of sugar and 
3/4 cups persimmon pulp, along 
with 2 tablespoons of flour, 1/4 
teaspoon salt, 8 eggs, 1 pint heavy 
cream, 3 tablespoons lemon juice 
and milk. 

Combine the sugar and per- 
simmon pulp, then add the flour, 



eggs (lightly beaten), salt, cream 
and lemon juice, and stir. Pour 
into an ice cream freezer, adding 
milk until the mixture is approxi- 
mately three inches from the top. 
Church according to the freezer’s 
directions.
